vaccinated 
against smallpox, diphtheria, ty ­ 
phoid fever, scarlet fever and 
whooping cough. She replied that 
non* of them had because her hus­ 
band didn't believe in that sort of 
thing — sticking germs or th# 
wast* product* of germs into chil­ 
dren’s bodies. 


Necessity of Vtennations 
**Your husband is not at lux rty 
to hold such opinions," I told her, 
"any more than he L at liberty to 
hold th* opinion that murder ie 
a good thing because it reduces 
the surplus population, or that 
lynching is justified. The proof 
of the value of such vaccination* 
is beyond any •mart-a!#cky opin­ 
ion: it ha* been laid down over 
a period of years and is complete. 
The diseases I have named ar# 
fa r more dangerous and malig­ 
nant than the tropical disease* 
you are afraid of. A century and 
a half ago they killed their hun­ 
dreds of thousands every year 
right here in a climate like this, 
whereas the tropical diseases can 
M vcr get a start here because th* 
la tee n which carry them cannot 
live here. You would do any fool 
thing to yourself to render your 
person safe from flliariasis and 
m adura foot because you have 
ju it been scared about them. But 
because the prosecution of vaccin­ 
ation has rendered this country 
almost free of such killing and 
blinding diseases aa smallpox and 
diphtheria, you do not hear about 
th* dangers of those diseases any 
more and you have a false com­ 
placent aense of security." 
Every year I consider It the 
highest duty of this column to ad­ 
vise parents to have their children 
vaccinated against the contagious 
diseases for which we have proved 
immunization preventatives. I am 
told th at such preachments are 
unnecessary 
because 
In 
most 
•tat#* such vaccination is i n f e r ­ 
able by law. But I continue be­ 
cause enforcement is often lax, 
and besides It is better to have 
th# consent of th# vaccinated, or 
at least their parent’s. 
It is true th a t smallpox and 
diphtheria 
have 
almost 
cli ap­ 
peared. Parents take this to mean 
th a t the danger is over and allow 
the 
preventive 
vaccinations 
to 


slide year after year. And this 
unvaccinated pool of th* popula­ 
tion 
constitutes 
an 
ever-ready 
source of epidemics, lf a corner 
should infect one child In achoo!, 
all 
the 
unvaccinated 
children 
would be expoted 
V igilance M ust Be M aintained 
In the meantime in the unvac­ 
cinated pool of th* population tee 
diseases lie latent, and srould bob 
up again to ravage the innocent 
a t the 
slightest 
relaxation 
of 
vigilance. 
Au overdressed and haughty 
dowager said to tne clerk in inc 
toy departm ent—’’But th# toy# 
a rt so old-fashioned.”

They are also new every year 
for exposure to th* cor.tag: -• 
d stases.

It is alm ost unnecessary to pre­ 
sent argum ents for the efficacy of 
the oldest of all vaccinations — 
against smallpox. A hundred end 
fifty years ago, before th# intro­ 
duction of vaccination, w# hat* 
no statistics to tell u* the nurouer 
cf death*, but it was rare to 
-* 
a fact In England unmarked br 
rmailnox scars. Even as late ss 
th# decade of 1918-1922 in t e 
United States there were 6*9 to 
610 cases reported. 
Today it has almost disappear- 
ed. In 1942, and again in K‘43, 
there were no deaths reported. 
But still there were 
cases re­ 
ported In 
1943 in th# United 
States, so a reservoir exists. 
Vaccination should be done first 
during th* baby'e first year. 


QUESTION* \N D ANSWERS 


A. M. M i W hat i# th# treat­ 
ment of ruptured navel? I got 
mine when my year old baby wa* 
bom. 
A.: An umbilical hernia, the 
medical name for ruptured na'el, 
is treated like any other hernia; 
either by conservative means — 
supports, or by operation. Which 
method to choose depends on cir­ 
cumstances 
and 
require*

judgment of a doctor. 


L. R.: Should eating frtsh cof­ 
fee ground*—3 or 4 tablespoons­ 
ful a day—be worse for a perron 
than drinking several cups of 
brewed coffee daily? 
A.: Th* caffeine from coffee 
grounds is not absorbed as com­ 
pletely as in brewed coffee. Still 
you are taking quite a dose. The 
only way for you to tell whether 
it is doing ary harm is by th# 
symptoms — wakefulness, nerv­ 
ousness end heart pounding. 


T. C. F .: W hat ie th# effect of 
lemon juice on the blood and 
should it be used as a laxative by 
one having anemia? 
A.: Lemon juice has no special 
effect on the blood, at leant so fa r 
as anemia is concerned. It adds 
Vitamin C to the blood and tend* 
to alkaliniz* it. It it a pretty weak 
laxative.
